A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 
Dne Mundred People Destroyed 
Many injared. 

Reapme, Pa., Jan. 10.—There is 
mourning and sorrow in many house- 
noldsin Reading to-day. A pall of 
leath bangs over the city. Fathers, 
mothers, brothers, sisters, relatives 
ind friends are grief stricken over the 
wreck of last night. Over one hund- 
red spirits were hushed forever in 
death, as the result of the wreck and 
ruin wrought in this city by the storm. 

The cyclone left the entire city in 
larknes, relieved subsequently by the 
slectric lights and huge bonfires which 
shed a lurid glare on the scene of 
death. All night long, brave and will- 
ing hands assisted in the work of res- 
cue, 

The disaster is fully as bad as re- 
ported last night. The list of fatal 
cases will reach fully 100, and perhaps 
more. The hospitals and undertakers, 
establishments are filled with the vic- 
‘ims, the physicians are all busy, and 
many private houses have been opened 
for the accommodation of the injured. 

This morning everything is directly 


All is again bright and glorious in the 
heavens, as though mocking the work 
of last night. 

The Polish Church disaster oi sev- 
eyal months ago was one of the most 
horrible accidents that has startled 
this community, but the loss of life by 
that fatal cave-in sinks into compara- 
tive insignificance when placed ona 
parallel with the awful visitation of 
last evening. 

Mayor Kenney, at two o’clock this 
morning, issued the following procla- 
nation: 1 hereby earnestly appeal 
to the professional, business and other 
sitizens who may be able to favorably

From the statements of some of 
those who escaped from the building, 
it appears to have gone in an instant. 
There was a loud crash of the break- 

ing timber, and the persons in the 
mill all rushed toward the main doors, 
and a good many succeeded in getting 
out. Four girls saved themselves by 
jumping from the second story win- 
dows. 

The first rumbling noise was followed 
instantly by the falling of the building, 
the upper stories going first with its hu- 
man load. Had it not been for the fact 
that but a few of the hands were on 
the third and fourth floors at the time, 
scarcely a life would have been saved. 

George Grimshaw, one of the pro- 
prietors of the mill, who barely es- 
caped with his life, having received 
several severe wounds, stated that 
there were about two hundred and 
seventy-five persons, principally girls 
and boys, in the establishment at the 
time of the occurrance. 

Up to eight o’clock this morning, a 
large majority of the victims were 
still in the ruins.

better rewarded than in any other 
part of the Union, and that we have 
had no labor strikes; the relations be- 
tween labor and capital being satis- 
factory to both. He also prophesies 
the early remonitization of silver, 
which, with the inauguration of a wise 
system of water storage, he believes 
will give Nevada a season of prosper- 
ity hitherto unknown in its history. 

Concerning the State debt, the Gov- 
ernor says that exclusive of the irre- 
desmable five per cent. bond given by 
the State to the School fund, that on 
December 31, 1888, the State debt was 
175.815. 10, but that the cash on hand 
and applicable to its payment, extin- 
guished the debt and left a cash bal- 
ance of $85,497.04. 

In order to cure the present unequal 
manner of taxation in the several 
counties of the State, his Excellency 
recommends the .creation of a State 
Board of Equalization with just pow- 
‘defined. _ 5 

A material reduction of the fees of 
the Secretary of State office is recom- 
mended. 

The Governor acknowledges the fact 
that but little attention has been paid 
to an Act of 1887, creating a State Im- 
migration Bureau, giving as a reason, 
the imperfect construction of the Act 
and a lack of needed information. 

He also asks that Congress be mem- 
oralized relative to panper, insane and 
criminal immigration. 

The Governor refers to his having 
appointed Senators Jones and Stewart 
as Commissioners to represent Nevada 
at the centennial anniversary of Wash- 
ington’s first inauguration, to be held 
in New York City, on April 30, 1889. 

Some method, other than the State 
Prison, is recommended for the pun- 
ishment of juvenile offenders, who, in 
the Governor’s opinion, should be set 
to work on a farm. 

The appointment or election of 
Fire Coroners is suggested, under a 
belief that incendiarism will be de- 
creased, thus 13 both the 
underwriters and policy holders. 

The Governor refers to the State 
Prison, Insane Asylum and Orphans 
Home, as being properly conducted, 
and recommends the preservation of 
the prehistoric tracks at the former 
institution, as well as the erection of a 
new water tank and the iutroduction 
of electric lights, believing, such lights 
would add greatly to the safety of the 
place. 

A liberal appropriation is asked for, 
needed improvements at the State 
University, and the people are con- 
gratulated upon the successful manage- 
ment of that institution. Reference is 
also made to the State and District 
Agricultural Socities, saying that the 
State Board of Agriculture is entitled 
to great credit for its successful man- 
agement of the property and affairs 
of the society, and recommends the

Various Oauses Contributing to 
Premature Dissolution, 
' 

The Bible speaks of three score years and | 
ten as the age to which maa may reasonably 
look forward. It seems as if, at least, Sen- 
enty equable, contented and happy —— 
full of such comfort and gratification, as the 
members of each class in the community 
have severally a right toexpect—shoukd and 
might be within the reach of every man and 
woman. In some countries, however, we 
find this to be much mere, nearly the. case, 
than with us, says the Boston Herald. Amer- 
icans, as a. rule, live too fast to live, long. 
Every person is origimally endowed. with 
about so large a stock of vitality ont of 
which to fashion his life. It amounts to 
nothing more nor less than the simplest of 
problems in arithmetic to show that if be 
draws upon this stock twice as heavily as he 
should, the duration of his existeace will 
only be one-half of what it was origmally 
intended to be. Indeed, the matter stands 
much worse than this; his life is likely to 
be at any moment suddenly cut off short 
long before reaching even the half. A steam- 
engine may use up its fuel in two weeks or 
one, according to the rate at which itis 
driven; if it is sufficiently overworked the 
result may be a general smash,“ or such 
an injury as will necessitate a long and 
tedious “stopping for repairs,’’ if, indeed, it 
ever “as good as new.” We hard- 
ly seem ready to the bounds es- 
tablished by nature, but when we have 
reached them, in our greed and ambition, 
we summon our will, and, as the expression 
runs, “live upon our nerve, congratulating 
ourselves on our praiseworthy display of 
„American goaheadativeness,” Unfortu- 
nately nature has not yet become sufficient- 
ly progressive in her ideas to manufacture 
constitutions expressly for the American 
market, and, in the midst of our triumphant 
tour de force, click, something snaps, and 
we vanish from the stage, or break dewn 
for years, perhaps for life. 

What are the causes of sudden death—as 
by.a stroke of lightning? They are not 
many when only the so-called natural acci- 
dents are considered. Death on the instant 
may result from apoplexy, or bursting of 
an aneurism within the chest or abdemen; 
it may be caused by the bursting of.an ab- 
scess within the chest. Great mental 
shock—as from extreme anger or grief or 
even joy—sometimes kills instaatly through 
total paralysis of the chief nerve centers. 
Cases of sudden death from hemorrhages 
of the lungs are on record, but they are few. 
in number. Diseases of the heart. render 
the subject liable to instant death, and they 
are the most frequent causes. 

Something may be said descriptive of 
these accidents and diseases which will in- 
terest the general reader. A correct under- 
standing of them might possibly render us 
less liable to them. Apoplexy, or, as it is 
sometimes cailed, brain-stroke, is usually 
due to the rupture of a bleod.vessel within 
the brain, Instant death is not the common 
result of this injury, and N 
stated, jt sometimes occurs 
the victim of a severe attack basses into a 
condition of stupor, called coma, in which 
he lies for hours, or even days, and then 
dies or slowly recovers. Thero are many 
influences which are capable of giving rise 
to this accident, which in a general way we 
may attribute to one of two causes: namely, 
either the walls of the blood-vessel in ques- 
tion are weakened by degenerative changes, 
and 80 rupture casily, or they are while 
healthy subjected to an unusual and too 
great a pressure froma rush of blood into 
them, and give way in consequence, The 


walls of the blood-vessels. degenerate with 


age; as one grows old the liability of their 
rupture under sudden increase of blood- 


retard degeneration, although we can not 
block the wheels of time. Some men at 
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those cases death, doubtless, is also caused 
by suffocation. Strong impressions on the 
mind will ever reflect their influence on 


— — subject be ofa deli- 
cate and sensitive constitution, and more 
especially if he labors under any complaint 
of the heart, the consequences on the nery- 


hygiene that sudden joy is even more 
hazardous to life than sudden grief. When 


extravagant joy follows unexpectedly 
terror or grief, the danger from the shock 


at the point of execution. That terror, grief 
and anger are sometimes instantly fatal— 
at once paralyzing the nervous system and 
stopping the action of the heart—are well 
known, for the instances have been many. 
In disease of the heart these powerful 
emotions are potent agencies of evil If 
death does not occur from a sudden, intense 
shock, the organ is enfeebled by every such 
experience. 
In all forms of heart disease death is lia- 
ble to take place suddenly, and in a large 
of cases the evil comes after 
violent over-ezertion. Heart trouble” 
may exist in a person fora long time—even 
years—without ite presence being sus 
.. Buch a one enjoying comparatively 
good health, and not being conscious of the 
need of unusual care, is quite sure, sooner 
or later, to make some violent effort run 
to catch the train or the like’”’—and “life’s 
thread is snapped.” Rupture of the heart 
sometimes takes place when that organ has 
suffered from what is known as fatty degen- 
eration, and its walls have been weakened 
thereby. Such an action rarely occurs in 
persons under the age of forty. 

„Is ite quick death, a painless death!“ 
is a question which is frequently asked of 
physicians. We believe that in the major 
ty of cuses where death comes on the in- 
stant-—as by a stroke of lightning—it is 

As has been said, pain is the 
product of time. To experience pain the 
impression producing it must be transmit- 
ted from the injured part of the living body 
to the conscious center, must be received 
at. the conscious center, and be recog- 
nized by the mind as a reception; the last 
act being in truth the conscious act. In the 
majority of deaths from natural accidents 
there is not sufficient time for the accom- 
plishment of these, progressive stepa by 
which the consciousness of existence is the 
first and last fact inflicted upon the stricken 
orgapiam, the destruction is so mighty, the 
sense of it is not revealed.

A novel spectrotelegraphic apnaratus 
has been constructed by Dr. Paul la Cour, 
Bower Danish -physicist.
